JESSE JACKSON is, for now, out of the 
running for the U.S. presidency. But he is 
most certainly not out of national politics. 
Having placed second in the contest for the 

mocratic candidacy, the charismatic leader 
of America's black community is planning 
future advancement. But the support of fellow 
blacks, and white liberals, is insufficient to 
win it for him. In classic American fashion, 
Mr. Jackson is seeking to mend fences with 
the Jewish community so that it will at least 
not stand in his way. 

In the past, Mr, Jackson found it impossible 
to communicate with the organized body of 
American Jewry. For this he was himself 
largely to blame. His seeming addiction to 
phraseology that smacked of contempt. for 
Jews, his apparent tolerance of the anti-Semit- 
ic demagoguery of Louis Farrakhan, and his 
open denunciation of Zionism and espousal of 
the Palestinian cause failed to endear him to 
Jews. 

Last year Mr. Jackson must have decided to 
try to repair the damage. He publicly apolo- 
gized for having thoughtlessly offended 
American Jews in the past, and proceeded to 
make gestures of friendship towards them. He 
appealed to Mikhail Gorbachev on behalf of 
Soviet Jews. And he vowed support for Israeli 
security, which he insisted would only be but- 
tressed by self-determination for the 
Palestinians. 

The ase of most Democratic Jewish 
voters to Mr. Jackson's professions of friend- 
ship remained tepid at best. With the Demo- 
cratic convention ended, however, the facts of 
life had to be faced. Although he does not 
represent the party's mainstream, Jesse Jack- 
son is now a force to contend with, and if 
possible won over, not to be sneezed at. For 
his part, Mr. Jackson was willing to work even 
harder to establish such pro-Jewish and pro- 
Israeli credentials as he could. 

It was at the Democratic convention that a 
confidant of Mr. Jackson's suggested to Isra- 
el’s ambassador, Moshe Arad, that the two 
meet to discuss the black minister's problems 
with American Jews and the Jewish state.

I KEEP ASKING myself: Why the 


continued silence? It seems as if 


U.S. Congress, the news media and 
public opinion have yet to believe 
the facts. Despite the series of scan- 
dals in the U.S. Justice Department, 
no one is questioning the justice of 
the Pollard case. 

Is the American judicial system 
now mirrored in the political sys- 
tem? Have corruption and total in- 
difference moved aside the old dem- 
ocratic values of independent fair 
play and the dictates of conscience? 

Jonathan Pollard and his wife. 
Anne. continue to languish in jail. 
Jonathan was arrested on Novem- 
ber 21. 1985, and pleaded guilty, 
and on March 17, 1987 was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment without 
parole. 

His wife was sentenced to two 
concurrent five-year sentences with 
no parole, for possession of secret 
documents. She was never charged 
with espionage or with aiding and 
abetting, or with being an accessory 
to her husband's action. She was 
accused of trying to remove a suit- 
case containing documents at her 
busband’s behest. Polygraph tests 
showed that she knew pare bape 
her husband's actions on be of 
Israel. 

This year Anne was moved to St. 
Matthew's Hospital in Rochester, 
Minn., adjacent to but not part of 
the Mayo Clinic. She is chained 
hand and foot to her bed continual- 
ly, guarded by two men. She was 
examined for a few minutes by a

Our sharing this worry with you is 
not 2 matter of American Jewish 
defensiveness or insecurity. In fact. 
the same Roper poll showed Ameri- 
can public acceptance of, even affec- 
tion for Jews at a continued, record- 
high level. We are not worried for 
us, but for Israel. 


It is solely out of our ahavat yis- 
rael that we say take note of these 
opinion results. They suggest to us ἃ 
need for Israeli leadership to recom- 
mit publicly to a policy in search for 
security through peace, promised on 
the exchange of territory for peace. 
We know that no desirable Palestin- 
ian negotiating partner has arisen, 
but that suggests the need to search 
even harder for such a partner. 

Again, American opinion on 
these matters should not be determi- 
native. but we hope it will be heard. 
This particular poll should be under- 
stood not as a wipe-out. but as 2 
warning.

Not so simple Simon 


- filled with closely-observed realistic 


“|. SURE HOPE there's a subway 
around here,” says Matthew Bro- 
derick, as he sloshes about the 
Mississippi swamps during basic 
training in the film version of Neil 
Simon's play Biloxi Blues. 

Funny that a Simon character 
should wax nostalgic about the sub- 
way, since in the writer's other 
works it would undoubtably end up 
as the setting for a mugging. But 
Biloxi Blues isn't typical Simon - 
thankfully so, since the film versions 
of his plays are usually little more 
than dull big screen sit-coms. 

Biloxi Blues is the middle section 
of Simon's autobiographical stage 
trilogy, which includes Brighton 
Beach Memoirs and Broadway 
Bound. Matthew Broderick, who 
created the original stage role, again 
plays Eugene, Simon's literary alter- 
ego. The year is 1943, and Eugene is 
drafted and shipped down for basic 
training in Biloxi, where he loses his 
virginity to a kindly hooker, finds 
first love with a sweet Southern girl, 
and contends with a sadistic drill 


sergeant.

Basic training is certainly ἃ film 
subject that's been done to death, 
but the setting offers Simon a re- 
freshing chance to get away from the 
usual stale wisecracks about New 
York, relationships and middle-age.

“THE IMAGINATION of a creative artist like ἃ com- 
poser is way ahead a recreative artist's in most cases.

He was 
in the capital to give a series of master classes to three 
young Israeli string ensembles. A 

Meyer was a member of the 
famous LaSalle Quartet based at 
Ohio’s University of Cincinnati 
for 40 years before retiring last 
year. Bom in Dresden, he was 
sent to Auschwitz, where he 
played in the concentration camp 
band. In 1948 he went to the 
U.S. and received a scholarship 
to study at the Juilliard School of 
Music. He joined the LaSalle 
Quartet in the same year. 

He wamed his Israeli students 
to tread a fine line between re- 
spect for the composer and inter- 
pretation of the music according 
to personal taste and 
temperament. 

“If you tried to read a book in 
which the commas, semi-colons 
and periods had been taken out, 
it would be difficult reading,” he 
said. “The same with music. If a 
composer puts in directions like 
dynamics and tempo, then don’t change them. 

“All of Beethoven's middle-period string quartets, for 
example, have metronome markings. But some people 
say Beethoven didn’t mean what he wrote. That isn’t so. 
I know it from a friend of my grandmother's who knew

. Meyer fikened oekanical adherence to the 
score to being given a wonderful bottle of perfume and 


detail. Credit must be paid here to 
director Mike Nichols for the vari- 
ous fine performances, and the fluid 
direction which helps Biloxi Blues 
overcome its obvious theatrical ori- 
gin. There are few directors more 
adept than Nichols at transferring a 
property from the stage to the 
screen. 


Biloxi Blues has a number of 
faults, particularly — finish and 
a perfunctory romance goes no- 
where. Yer this is clearly the best 
Neil Simon film since The 
Girl, and perhaps a turn for the 
better in his work. Unfortunately, 
even at his best Simon still doesn't 
offer anything much more than a 
few warm laughs. 

Raising such issues as anti-Semi- 
tism or the difficulties of relation- 
ships, he refuses to dig very deeply 
and confront the genuine pain and 
suffering inherent in the situations 
he writes about.

However, it is not viable to pour 
millions of dollars into a total eradi- 
cation programme. “Miss two rabbits 


and soon we would be back where 
we started,” noted Flavel. 

Australia is instead concentrating 
on a mixture of chemical, biological 
and germ warfare to control the rab- 
bits, whose zone of occupation 
stretches across the southern third 
of the country. 

They do not stray much farther 
north because the hotter climate is 
unsuitable for their breeding pat- 
tern. Scientists are working on more 
virulent strains of myxoma virus and 
examining a type of European rab- 
bit flea which can transmit the virus 
and survive in drought. 

The war against rabbits is current- 
ly fought with a poison labelled

Land values in the arid areas are 
also so low it is not worth killing the 
rabbits, so native plants are being 
destroyed and the soil opened up 
and tumed to dust by the animals.

The PFLP formerly had opposed 
such a government-in-exile, because 
it would stress a political process 
over armed struggle. 

Arafat's comments were the first 
on the matter since King Hussein 
severed ties with the West Bank last 
week. They follow disclosures that 
pro-PLO personalities in the West 
Bank bad drawn up contingency 
plans for a Palestinian declaration of 


independence and creation of a pro- 
visional government. 

Arafat said in Kuwait the plan 
would be submitted to an emergen- 
cy meeting of the Palestine National 
Council, the PLO's parliament, 
within a month. 

Habash, meanwhile, said the pro- 
posal was worthwhile, because ‘our 
people need laws to govern their 
daily life... this is why a goverament 
should be created.” 

Habash welcomed the latest Jor- 
danian measures and considered 
them as a victory for the uprising of 
Palestinians in the occupied ternto- 
ries. But he expressed suspicion at 
the real Jordanian objective, specu- 
lating that it might seek to load 
more duties on the PLO, forcing it 
to seek a new formula of coopera- 
tion with Jordan on the Palestinian 


issue. 

“Therefore, the PLO must accept 
this challenge and take all the mea- 
sures to face it.” the leader of the 
Syrian-backed PFLP added.

Murphy-Palestinian | Dry Bones

Plans for a meeting in Cairo be- 
tween U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Murphy and a delega- 
tion of Palestinians fell through yes- 
terday amid disagreement between

Sources in the territories said con- 
tacts mediated by Egypt were stale- 
mated when the U.S. balked at a 
PLO demand that the delegation, 
made up of Palestinians from the 
territories and from the Palestinian 
diaspora, officially represent the or- 
ganization. The U.S. has refused to 
maintain contacts with the PLO un- 
less it accepts UN resolution 242, 
recognizes Israel and renounces ter- 
rorism. Other disagreements were 
over the size of the delegation, 
which the PLO wanted to expand to 
some 15 representatives, and over 
the participation of Akram Han- 
iyeh, a former editor of the East 
Jerusalem 4-Shaah newspaper, who 
was expelled by Israel and is now a 


top PLO official, the sources said. 

The Palestinian delegation was to 
include representatives from both 
inside and outside the territories, 
including Al Fajr editor Hanna Sin- 
iora, Gaza lawyer Fayez Abu 
Rahme and Palestinian-American 
professors Edward Said and Ibra- 
him Abu Lughod. 

The US consul-general in Jerusa- 
lem, Philip Wilcox, yesterday in- 
formed potential participants that 
the Cairo meeting would not take 
place, though a meeting could be 
held in the future in Washington. 
the sources said. 

PLO official Salah Khalaf (Abu 
Jyad) said in Tunis that no--talks 
could be held with the U.S. unless it 
recognized the PLO and Palestinian 
rights to self-determination.

“If we take appropriate 
Measures, we can hamper the upris- 
ing further and thwart the PLO by 
cutting it off from the territories,” 
he declared. 


“Whatever political moves occur 
in the future can only benefit from 
our proving that the PLO has 
achieved nothing and that it is pow- 
erless to change the situation,” the 
minister said.
